“tam particularly glad of the opportunity of 
thanking the committee for what they have done in 
helping British mothers and the children who came 
here at the beginning of the war.

Let us look at them 
straight for what they are—black spots in the pic-

The British people will certainly 
be ready to do so: for one of the 
chief reasons for the Prime Min- 
ister's hold on their trust is that 
he has never been afraid to tell 
them the truth. And they are ac- 
cordingly prepared to take long 
views. 


British Not Dismayed 


The tremendous run of success 
against the Italians caused them 
ho exaggerated feeling of elation, 
nor will they be unduly disturbed 
by the present set-backs. 

The tate Lord Salisbury used 
to advise statesmen always to 
use targe scale maps, The spirit 
of that advice Is equally good in 
taking stock of our situation to- 
day. 

I make no claim to be a military 
strategist, but there are certain 
large facts which are plain, Ger- 
many went into this war with the 
accumulated strength of long 
years of preparation. We have al- 
ways known that we could not 
reach anything like our full 
strength till more than two years 
hud gone, During the whole of 
this period we knew, quite apart 
from all the hazards of wac, that 
we were bound to be at grave 
disadvantage. Only now is the 
balance for us beginning to be 
redressed. 

But on closer study of the Bal- 
kans, it is important to remember 
that Hitler always hoped to 
achieve a bloodless victory over 
both Greece and Yugoslavia.

ENCOUNTER 


Some days ago 
Hampden bomber’ was 
taking part in a raid on 
Brest, which the Germans 
are now using as a naval 
base. It was a night of 
thick and low lying cloud, 
and the pilot of this bom- 
ber was not fortunate 
enough to meet with any 


patches of clear sky. 

He decided to dive throu h the 
clouds; he found their base = at 
3,500 feet, but to see his target 
more clearly he came down an- 
other thousand feet or so. In spite 
of a fierce barrage from both sides 
of the harbour, and though our 
bomber was firmly .e'd in the 
beams of three sea. olights, the 
pilot was just about .o make his 
attack when he saw an enemy 
fighter—he could not be sure of its 
type—a thousand feet above and 
immediately in front of him, 

Qur bomber must have been 
biilliantly lit by the searchlights, 
for the enemy at once went into 
a dive and began a head-on at- 
tack, The rear gunner saw tracer 
bullets ying past him on both 
sides, but his pilot made a steep 
turn to the right, then lost height, 
and made a steep turn to the left; 
by these tactics he appears to 
have shaken off the enemy which 
made no attempt to follow when 
its dive had carried it: past Our 
bomber. 

Our wireraft had lost se much 
height while avoiding the enemy 
that it was now flying at about 
1,500 feet; the pilot made a second 
run over the target. He saw the 
dry dock plainly--the air was 
very clear below the ciouds—and 
dropped a stick of bombs right 
across it. 

He then turned his gun agiinst 
one of the offending searchlights 
which had pointed him out to the 
enemy fighter and a short) burst 
nnmediately ‘put it out. 

All the while, and even during 
the enemy fighter’s attack, the 
Germans had been putting up a 
heavy barrage, Our bomber was 
hit by a shell, When it had reach- 
ed home a tear was found in the 
port side of the leading edye of 
ithe tail ‘plane; but it talces more 
thun that to keep our aircraft 
from their targets.

Playing short iron shots re- 
quires fim decision and pre- 
cision for best results,  De-

it means that the player, once 
embarked on the shot, must 
let his museles flow smoothly 
into the stroke.

Care must be taken that the 
clubhead does not linger or 
halt during the divot digging 
stage. Such procedure often 
reflects a let-up in hitting 
power at impact, Make sure 
of following through and the 
danger of this happening is 
hanimised, Hitting the ball a 
descending blow and takings 
turf adds a spin to the ball + 
which will stop it quickly The 
Jott of the club will raise the 
ball so uvoid any tendency to 
scoop it up.

DEATH 


OFFICER CHARGED 


IT WAS ALLEGED at 


an Aldershot court-mar- 


tial] that an officer’s conduct and omissions resulted 
in an explosion from which three soldiers died and 


several were injured. 


The officer, Second Lieutenant! 
Anthony Ellis Simons, of the Royal; 
Engineers, pleaded not guilty to | 
two charges of prejudicial conduct 
in ordering a corpora) to clear 
gelignite from an iron tube in 
which it had stuck without  in- 
structing him how to do it or war- 
ning hin of the danger of the 
eperation, and allowing him to 
clear the tube in close proximity 
to other soldiers. 

He also pleaded not guilty to a 
further charge of neglect in tall- 
ing to ensure that the tube con- 
talning gelignite was safely handl- 
ed and stored during the night 

Major Norman Parkes, — pro- 
seculing, said Simons was in chare 
ge of oa section practising de- 
molition, Some gelignite became 
stuck inoan dren tube which was 
being used for blasting, 

Simona ordered Corporal 
Roach, who was In charge of one 
party, to get two sappers to at- 
tempt to clear the tube, but did 
not tell him how the operation 
was to be done. Roach failed 
to clear the tube. 

Next day the section returned 
to the sane place and Simons 
again told Roach to detail two 
sitppers to clear the tube 

Roach found an won bar, which 
he pushed down the tube while 
two sappers held it. 

There was an explosion, which 
killed one man and injured several 
others standing near, two of 
whom died afterwards,

Some days ago 
Hampden - bomber was 
taking. part in a raid on 
Brest, which the Germans 
are now using as a naval 
base. It was a night of 
‘thick and low lying cloud, 
and the pilot of this bom- 
ber was not fortunate 
enough to meet with any 


patches of clear sky. 

He decided to dive through the 
clouds; he found their base at 
3.500 feet, but to see his target 
more clearly he came down an- 
other thousand feet or so. In spite 
of u ferce barrage from bot shies 
of the harbour, and though our 
bomber was firmly held in the 
beams of three searchlights, the 
pilot was just about to make his 
attack when he saw an enemy 
tigh‘er- he could not be sure of its 
type--a thousand feet above and 
immediately in front of him, 

Our bomber must have been 
brilliantly Nt by the searchlights, 
for the enemy at once went into 
a dive and began a head-on at- 
tack, The rear gunner saw tracer 
; bullets flying past him on both 
sides, but his pilot made a steep 
turn to the right, then lost hefght, 
and made a steep turn to the left:

ENCOUNTER 
OVER — 
BREST 


Some days ago a 
Hampden bomber’ was 
taking part in a raid on 
Brest, wnich the Germans 
are now using as a naval 
base. It was a night of 
thick and low lying cloud, 
and the pilot of this bom- 
ber was not fortunate 
enough to meet with any 


patches of clear sky. 

He decided to dive through the . 
clouds: he found their base at 
3.500 feet, but to see his target 
more clearly he came down an- 
other thousand feet or so. In deed 
of a fierce barrage from both sides 
of the harbour, and though our 
bomber was firmly he'd in the 
beams of three searchlights, the 
pilot was just about to make his 
attack when he saw an enemy 
fighter—he could not be sure of its 
type—a thousand feet above and 
immediately in front of him. 

Our bomber must have been 
brilliantly lit by the searchlights, 
for the enemy at once went into 
a dive and began a head-on at- 
tack, The rear gunner saw tracer 
bullets flying past him on both 
sides, but his pilot made a steep 
turn to the Hight then lost height, 
and made a steep turn to the left; 
by these tactics he appears to 
have shaken off the enemy which 
made no attempt to follow when 
its dive had carried it past our 
bomber. 

Our aircraft had 
height while avoidin the enemy 
that it was now flying at about 
1,500 feet; the pilot made a second 
run over the target.

Playing short iron shots re- 
quires firm decision and pre- 
cision for best results, De- 
cision is essential for the sim- 
pe reason that the player, 
who cannot convince himself 
that he is making the right 
choice of shots, will be hesi- 
tant in verformance, As such 
shots require a crisp stroke, 
it means that the player, once 
embarked on the shot, must 
Jet his muscles flow smoothly 
into the stroke, The club- 
head descending sharply will 
contact the ball, then dig 
through the turf, taking a. 
divot as illustrated above. 

Cure must be tulcen that the 
clubhead does not linger or 
halt during the divot digging 
stage. Such procedure ‘often 
reflects a let-up in hitting 
power at impact. Make sure 
of following through and the 
danger of this happening is 
minimised, Hitting the ball a 
descending blow and taking 
turf adds a spin to the ball 
which will stop it quickly ‘The 
loft of the club will raise the 
bal so avoid any tendency to 
scoop it up.
